Gnnde near Ihe de[K)t In this city at half-past 
3 yesterday morning, which resulted In tho 
injury of four employes, one of Ui«in very 
seriously. Freight No. 49, in charge of Con- 
ductor G. W. Davis, had, with the exception 
of the cabo6M>nd one car, cmssed bridge No. 
78, over the Monument, and stopped to enter 
the north end of the snitch In order to allow 
the express .north bouud to p«ss. Immedi- 
ately behind was another train running as sec- 
tion two of train No. 49, In charge of Con- 
doctor Griffin, 
rnis second section w*s 


drawu bv engine No. 203, In charge of Engi- 
neer C. P. Harris and fireman Tom Rood. 
When the first section, slopped one bnfcenun 
started ahead to open tile switch and the other 
noticing that tlio second section was coming 
close behind, went to the rear of the train 
with a lantern to tiag it, not caring to 
place full dependence ou the lights which 
were In their proper place on the rear plat- 
form ot tho caboose, This brakeman, Frank 
Smith, also Conductor Davis, noticed that the 
train was running quite ful as it approached, 
but did not fully reali/4 that it was not going 
to stop In time, when a few car lengths 
away Uiey noticed that tho engineer was pay- 
ing no attention to their signal, neither was 
.he 
slacking 
speed any. Davis took 


tho precaution to step from tho bridge but 
Smith, tho brfikeruau, seeing that he did not 
have time to get off tho bnijgsv jumped Into 
the creek bed below, a distance of about 25 
feet. 


The engine came crashing Into the caboose, 


breaking It Into fragments, also demolishing 
a car load of ore just ahead. The engine 
kept the track but tlio bulk of tho caboose fell 
from tho bridge Into the creek. There were
